Fire Totally Destroys Store and 


Dwelling with $8,000 Loss. 


The postofflce at Bittinger's Station, 


together with the brick store and 
dwelling owned and conducted by Bit- 
linger Brothers, was totally destroyed 
by fire Christmas night at S o'clock, 


I entailing a loss of several thousand 


j dollars. 


i 
The origin of the fire i.s a mystery, 


The fire was discovered at about 8 
[o'clock, when the entire interior of 
! the store room was aheady in flames. 
\ and the fire had gained such headway 
! that it was impossible to save any- 


I thing but the neighboring buildings. 


The barn, which was saved, contain- 


ed about two tons of giant powder for 
use in the quarries, which was carried 
to a field beyond by neighbors who 
had congregated. 
J'he fact of this 


immense 
amount 
of powder 
being 


stored in the barn, close to the build- 
ings, caused consternation to nearby 
neighbors, who breathed easier after 
its removal. Nothing remains of the 
buildings but the crumbling walls, and 
everything contained in the bnil<]iiinro 
was consumed. 


Charles Bittinger. who conducts the 


store, has leased the; creamery build- 
ing and will at once lay in a supply of 
goods.

Midway between Arcadia aud 
Pilot Kuob, was the focus for refugees 
white and black, for the lower counties 
aud Arkansas. At one time quite a 
considerable force was posted at the 
Knob: but when, in the Spring of 
1864, Steeles Division moved South, 
only a small body was left to hold 
Fort Donaldson. 


Laie in September 1864 the report 


reached ironton that Price's Army, 
variously estimated from 15 to 35,000 
was marching on Pilot Knob from the 
South. It was agreed, between the 
citizens of Irontou and the Military at 
ihe Fort, that when his troops were 
ueariug Ironton, a gun would be fired 
at the Fort as a signal for the men of 
Irontorjj and vicinity to repair to the 
Fort, with arms to aid iu its defence. 


On Sabbath, September 25th, I 


preached at 11 a. m. and the congre- 
gation was singing the concluding 
hymn when the discharge of a cannon 
at the Fort broke upon our ears. As 
soon as the stanza was finished, I 
said, "ive all know what that means. 
I hope every man in the house, as 
soon as he can get bis arms, will re- 
sort to the Fort, as I shall myself. The 
ladies I would advise to return home 
and remain there it you would pre- 
serve your household goods. Your 
persons, I think, will.be safe." 


Most, if not all, complied with my 


request. The alarm, however, proved 
false. A small body of our cavalry 
had met the advance guard of Shelly's 
Division which passed through Farm- 
iflgtou. the county seat of St. Francis 
County, aud [crossed the Railroad at 
Mineral Point 27 miles North of Pilot 
Knob. Of course this encounter ap- 
prised us that Price was near, aud he 
was cobiideutly expected any hour. 


About ! o'clock, p. m., Monday, I 


wag ou my way to the 
P. O. iu the 


northern part of the town when as I 
was skirting the town on the East 
tide.

It was 
taken round to the south side of 
Shepherd Mountain aud planted on 
the north side, a little over the crest, 
iu line with the rifle pit running a lit- 
tle west of south from the Fort. The 
intention, no doubt, was to rake the 
rifle pit, but being so much higher, the 
plunging tire did little damage. 


There was some skirmishing be- 


tween certain small bodies from the 
Fort and the enemy, both near the 
Kuoo, that is, the pointed elevation 
over 500 feet high, from which the 
town is named, and the mountain on 
the west, separated by a narrow de- 
pression.
